when 
two 
men,

recognized, stepped In front of him 
One of the men had a stone In his 
hand, aud both made a demand for 
money. 
Aurochs did uot comply as 
rapidly 
as his assailants deemed 
proper, and the one with the stone 
threw It with terrific force against 
Aurochs’ face. 
It struck him Just 
above the right eye and cut a had 
gash. 
He fell, and the two highway­ 
men jumped on him and kicked him 
until he wa-* unconscious aud his face 
was bleeding In a half dozen places. 
His necktie and pocket knife and 65 
cents, all the moue? he had lu his 
pocket**, were taken aud he was left, 
lying 
on 
the 
trestle 
wh Ie 
the 
hold 
pair 
walked 
a 
short distance away to walt for a 
wealthier victim. 
He was not long lo 
appearing,hut was not so easily victim­ 
ized. 
He was George Flowers, more 
familiarly known as ‘’Posy,” and was 
greeted with the same request to hand 
over his cash. 
He refused aud the 
men struck him. There was a lively 
exchange of blows for a few moments, 
and breaking the hold one of the men 
had secured on Ills coat sleeve Flowers 
ran. 
He found Aurochs lo the same 
position the men had left him. aud he 
was a sickening sight. 
His clothes 
were torn and his face covered with 
blood while Ids disheveled hair added 
to make his appearance 
that 
of 
»dead man. 
Aurochs was removed 
to his home, aud a medical examina­ 
tion showed that he was badly hurt. 
He had been kicked In the right side 
several times and was otherwise In­ 
jured, aud although able to be out 
yesterday afternoon his condition Is 
not far short of serious today. Charges 
of highway robbery

were preferred against Caln by both 
parties, and last night, about 12 o’clock 
Officers Earle aud Jennings weut to 
the Cain residence.

puted p o i n t s to be settled afterward. 
To offset the good news for sanitary 
potters contained In the above comes 
this from a different source: 
None of the sanitary ware potteries 
in Trenton will be running tomorrow, 
but committees of the workmen will 
visit, the manufacturers and endeavor 
to adlust the differences over the new 
wage schedule. The manufacturers 
last, evening sent to tbe operatives a 
schedule which practically granted 
Hie advance asked for bv the men a 
week ago, which Is nearly 40 per cent, 
according to the manufacturers, 'Pile 
greatest, advance Is demanded on sta­ 
ple go ids, while on those of which but 
few are made, the Increase Is but 6 or 
IO tier cent.

CONQUEST OF IM E NORTHWEST. 


It Wa* Ai quirt'd From th* British bf 
Fort!* of Anus. 
Ll 1770, when indejieudeut'e wan de­ 
clared, the U nited State* included only 
the IS original alate* on the seaboard. 
With the exception of a few bunters, 
there were no w hite men west of the 
A lleghany mountains, aud there was 
nut even an American hunter in the 
great country out of which we have 
ainee made the states of Illinois, Indi­ 
ana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. A ll 
this region north of the < W o river theu 
formed a part of the province of Quebec. 
It was 
a wilderness of forests and 
prairies, teem ing w ith game and inhab­ 
ited by many warlike tr ills of Indians. 
Hero and there through it were dot­ 
ted quaint little towns of French creoles, 
the must important being Detroit, Vin- 
oeuues, on the Wabash, and Kaskaekia 
and Kahokia, on the Illinois. 
These 
French villages were ruled by British 
officers commanding sm all bodies of reg 
ular soldiers or Tory rangers and creole 
partisans. 
The towns were completely 
iu the power of the British government. 
None of the American states bud actual 
possession of a foot of property iii the 
Northwestern territory. 
The northwest was acquired ut the 
time of the Revolution only by armed 
conquest, and if it had not been so ac 
quired it would have remained a part of 
the British Dominion of Canada. 
The man to whom this couqnest was 
due was a famous backwoods leader, a 
mighty hunter, a note*! Indian tighter— 
George Rogers ('lark. 
He was a very 
strong man, w ith light hair and blue 
eyes, of a good Virginian fuuuly, who, 
early in his youth, embarked on the ud 
venturous career of a backwoods survey- J 
or. exactly as Washington and so many 
other young Virginians of spirit did at

the Du Pouts' works on the 7th of Octo 
ber, 18V*0. 
W ith th eir usual cautious 
policy the Du Fonts b a ra never stated 
Just how great a q u antity*# powder ex 
p hided at tins tim e, hut it is cert a n 
that three m agazines and three m ills in 
the upper yard were blow n up, one after 
another, and a safe estim ate w ill put 
the quantity of pow der exploded at 150 
tons. 
In this explosion 18 men and I 
wom an were instantly killed, w hile S t 
men and 0 women w ere injured, some 
fatally. 
The explosion occurred a little after 8 
O’clock in the afternoon. It began iii the 
niRgaxiue for hexagonal powder, the 
kind used iu large guns, and the m ust 
dangerous, being made not in grains, 
but in reddish, six sided cakes als.ut an 
inch and a half in diameter, and an inch 
thick, w ith a sm all hole running through 
the oeuter. 
These cakes look like troth 
lug so much as the nuts on a w agon 
wheel. 
At the time of the explosion 
cakes of powder were tieing packed tutu 
large wooden boxes lined w ith tin, each 
box being about 8 feet square. 
The tin 
linings projected above the top* of the 
boxes about two inches, aud when a tux 
was packed W’ere folded downuvt r a tm 
oover fitted clos* ly upon the c.ikea of 
powder. 
It was the duty of one of the 
workmen, W illiam O ften , 
to* solder 
these tin edges down upon the tin cover, 
a hot iron being used for this purpose 
On the day in question what he had 
feared came to pass. 
A fellow work­ 
man. W illiam McOarvey, was bringing 
him the hot irons from a charcoal brazier 
about £5 yards distant. 
Green stood at 
the door of the open magazine, and all 
around him were uncovered boxes filled 
w ith the hexagonal powder ready to tie 
sealed aud stowed away. 
There were 
also dozens of boxes that had been 
sealed. 
Just what happened w ill never 
be known, for neither Green nor Mo 
Garvey was left bi tell the story. 
But 
the probability is one of the soldering 
iron* was a little too hot, and by touch 
lug a particle of dirt on the tin cover 
produced the deadly spark —Cleveland 
Moffett in McClure's Magazine.
